Forecasts  of  spriiig  and  surnner 
streamfloMs  are  similar  to  those 
issued  last  month. 

Most  of  the  streams  in  the  headwaters 
of  the  Missouri  are  forecast  to 
produce  around  80  to  85  percent  of 
average  runoff.  Downstream 
tributaries  are  expected  to  have 
tlcMs  that  are  near  to  10  percent 
below  average.    Sane  increase  in 
strean\flo\-ra         observed  in  late 
March  and  early  April  as  temperatures 
wanned  and  melted  sane  of  the  low 
elevation  snowpack. 

Runoff  in  the  main  stan  of  the 
Missouri  should  be  around  80  to 
65  percent  average. 

Sane  shortages  of  mid-  and  late 
season  irrigation  crater  supplies  are 
expected  in  the  south\v'est.  There 
are  also  some  shortages  anticipated 
along  the  Milk  River  \htiere  reservoir 
storage  is  \,«11  below  average.
